To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  on  a  hundred  valuation  for  the  repairs  and 
improvement  of  highways  and  bridges  for  the  ensu- 
ing year  and  make  appropriation  for  the  same. 

Article  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  hire  for  the  pur- 
pose of  pajdng  the  debt  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the 
public  library. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  Clarence  L.  Perkins 
Post,  No.  60,  American  Legion,  to  be  used  for 
Memorial  day  purposes  May  30,  1935. 
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Article  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  parks,  playgrounds 
and  skating  rinks  for  the  ensuing  year,  said  sum  to 
be  entrusted  to  the  Farmington  Woman's  Club  to  be 
expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  selectmen. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  11,500.00  to  be  applied  towards 
reducing  the  indebtedness  of  the  toAvn  as  represent- 
ed by  notes  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate 12,000.00  for  the  permanent  construction 
of  Elm  street  to  the  Milton  line,  provided  the  state 
will  contribute  |4,000.00  for  this  purpose  in  accord- 
ance with  house  joint  resolution  No.  26,  1935  session 
laws.

To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  select- 
men to  sell  a  certain  tract  of  town  land  bounded  by 
Norman  Kimball's  property  on  Crescent  street,  es- 
tate of  Frank  Adams  on  Mt.  Vernon  street,  and 
Kalph  Whitehouse  propert}^  on  Bunker  street. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  a  surety 
bond  for  its  clerk  and  treasurer. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  extermi- 
nation of  moths. 
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Article  15.  By  petition.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  be  ex- 
pended for  permanent  improvement  on  Orange 
street  from  Union  street  to  School  street,  consisting 
of  suitable  gravel  and  tarvia  surface.

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STATEMENT  BY  THE  SELECTMEN 


TO  THE   CITIZENS  AND   TAXPAYERIS   OF  EARMINGTON: 

The  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  January 
31,  1935,  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted. 

Taxes,  debts  and  politics  are  the  root  of  our  evils. 
The  first  is  essential  to  conquer  the  second,  but  the  third 
could  well  be  dispensed  with  in  town  affairs,  in  the 
interest  of  efficiencj^  and  economy. 

One  of  tlie  most  serious  problems  which  must  be 
faced  is  public  relief.  Old  age  assistance  and  public  re- 
lief have  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  if  the  relief 
cost  cannot  be  reduced  very  materially  within  the  next 
few  years,  your  town  must  curtail  many  public  services 
which  have  come  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  necessity,  in 
order  to  maintain  the  people  on  relief  rolls.  This  bur- 
den could  be  somewhat  relieved  by  a  more  equal  distri- 
bution of  town  work  among  our  citizens  who  are  on 
relief,  or  near  the  border  of  coming  in  this  class.  It  is 
a  fair  estimate  that  unless  the  state  assumes  part  of  the 
burden,  the  old  age  assistance  next  year  will  cost  ap- 
proximately 16,000.00,  and  direct  relief,  |4,000.00. 

There  are  still  many  delinquent  taxes  outstand- 
ing. We  cannot  imi)ress  too  forcefully  that  if  it  is  a 
poll  tax  or  a  sizable  property  tax,  in  order  to  maintain 
your  town's  credit  and  proper  functioning  of  the  various 
departments,  this  revenue  is  essential.  Let's  get  the 
habit  of  paying  our  taxes  promptly  and  save  interest 
costs. 
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In  the  past  year  3^oiir  town  debt  was  reduced 
16,763.10.  The  severe  snowstorm  in  the  early  part  of 
1934  and  snow  removal  in  December  and  January  put 
your  road  department  in  the  red,  but  it  was  a  case 
where  nature  could  not  be  controlled. 

Let  us  continue  the  policy  of  not  spending  more 
than  the  citizens  can  support  by  annual  taxation.  We 
can  then  enjoy  lower  tax  rates  and  prosperity  will  have 
turned  the  corner.
